• good cow than a poor one and the 
returns from the good cow are 
many times as great. We do not 
advocate pure bred cows for every 
fanner of the county, but we do 


think they should use a pure bred 
sire 
Then as soon as he -gels • 
good grade herd established and 
can care for it properly, it Is time to 
get one or two good pure bred cows 
or heifers and.start a pure bred 
herd. 
After having farmed this 
way for ten, fifteen, or twenty 
; years a man will have a herd worth 
several times as much as a scrub 


j herd and at the same lime will have 
jhad bigger returns for all the work 
S?n.e'.t. jr1?1 b*en Proven so often 
that the dairy cow-Is the real pay-
